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REALISTIC MIDDLE GROUND LIES 


BETWEEN TRUE CONSERVATION AND 
WATER RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT 


PORTERVILLE — There is a 
middle ground between true 
conservation and development 
of California’s water resources. 
Development of natural 
resources within a_ reasonable 
middle ground must be 
continued in a manner that will 
be of benefit to all if a viable 
economy is to be maintained in 
California and in Tulare county. 

This was the basic concept 
expressed by Jack Chrisman, of 
Visalia, chairman of the 
California Water commission, 
when he spoke Tuesday at noon 
meeting of the Porterville 
Rotary club. 

He outlined development of 
the California Water plan, calling 
it the greatest engineering 
accomplishment in the history 
of the world. He said that 31 
public agencies have contracted 
for project water, all of them 
with local taxing power and 
sufficient resources to guarantee 
repayment of project costs. 

Regarding costs, he said that 
water pays 85 percent of the 
project; that the federal 
government pays flood control 
costs and that the State of 
California pays costs related to 
fish and wildlife conservation 
and recreation. 


AGENCIES SEEKING TIE-IN 
_ WITH CROSS-VALLEY CANAL 


VISALIA — Thirteen 
agencies, representing 
agricultural and municipal water 
user groups from Madera to 
Kern counties, have formed an 
organization - the Cross-Valley 
Negotiating committee - aimed 
at bringing available water from 
northern California to the east 
side of the San Joaquin valley by 
way of the California aqueduct, 
and the Cross-Valley canal, soon 
to be built by the Kern County 
Water agency. 

Formation meeting was called 
by the Central Valley East Side 
Project association, however, the 
new group will operate 
independently. East Side Project 
officials emphasized they will 
continue to push for long-range 
solutions to the water supply 
problems of the east side, while 
supporting the cross-valley plan 
as a “stop-gap” measure to bring 
interim relief to the problem of 
groundwater overdrafts. 

Cross valley water would be 
available for up to 30 years 
before needed by the -federal 
bureau of reclamation to meet 
long-term commitments. 

A motion adopted by the 
new committee asked that the 
reclamation bureau prepare to 
open -negotiations for water 
service contracts with the 13 
agencies and suggested a figure 
of 175,000 acre feet be accepted 
on a tentative basis for 
conveyance to the east side 


Chrisman said that while the 
state water project is often 
thought of as solely for the 
benefit of agriculture, less than 
50 percent of project water 
goes. toward agriculture, the rest 
going to municipal and industrial 
uses. 

He stressed the importance of

service area. 

The Cross-Valley canal would 
deliver water from the California 
aqueduct to the Bakersfield area, 
where exchanges of state and 
federal water would be made so 
that equivalent amounts could 
be diverted on an exchange basis 
into the Friant-Kern and Madera 
canals. 

The plan would mean an 
enlargement of the Cross-Valley 
canal from that planned by the 
Kern County Water agency to 
fulfill obligations to its 
members. However, KCWA 
officials have said they would 
cooperate, provided they could 
remain on their present 
timetable. KCWA will enter final 
planning for its canal in April, 
with construction set for next 
year and water deliveries in 
1975. 

A steering committee of the 
Cross-Valley Negotiating 
committee will meet in a few 
days with KCWA to discuss 
canal designs, costs, etc. under 
the new concept. 

Water to east side users via 
cross-valley would cost about 
$15 per acre foot, including a $6 
charge for use of the California 
aqueduct and $5.50 for 
Cross-Valley participation. The 
remainder would be paid the 
bureau of reclamation for actual 
cost of the water. 

The $15 price is said to be

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RISING CRIME CONCERN 

There was a time when crime did not touch the 
bulk of the people. That seems like a long time ago. 

Today it touches everyone — or seems to. And the 
fear of it is growing throughout the land. 

A recent Gallup ge indicates this. According to 
the survey, crime and its related problem of drugs top 
the list of concerns of residents of cities and com- 
munities of all sizes across the nation. Just a year ago 
only 35 percent thought crime was on the increase. 

Fifty-one percent of all persons interviewed this 
year, however, think there is more crime in the areas 
where they live than there was a year ago. Sixty 
apt feel so in the center-city areas of this nation. 

ven in the suburbs and in smaller communities crime 
increase is seen. 

In the area of crime causes and cures, 74 pr 
hold that courts in their area do not deal harshly 
enough with criminals. This view is shared by 64 per- 
cent of the blacks interviewed. The overall increase 
in the percentage of individuals feeling this way is 
35 percent since 1965. 

The latter view probably is the most significant 
factor in the Gallup survey. The period of leniency and 
permissiveness through which the nation has gone 
seems to be ending: Hyperextension of the rights of 
the accused has created if not a backlash at least an 
increaséd demand for equal protection of the rights of 
society. 

_ Equality of justice is a very high, a very vital, and 
a very difficult goal. Perhaps our travail of the recent ° 
past is beginning to straighten out our national think- 
ing on what law and order truly mean.

State’s Electric Energy Requirements — 


Studied By Stanford Research Institute 


LOS ANGELES — The 
Stanford Research Institute has 
been retained by California’s five 
major utilities to undertake 
further analysis of the state’s 
electric energy requirements 
through the year 2000.

SACRAMENTO -— Southern 
Californians could face 
electricity shortages by 1975

California agriculture, stating 
that it is ‘‘big business,” 
contributing more to the 
economic well-being of 
California than either industry 
or commerce - some $20 billion 
a year. 


“Califorians should look with. 


pride on the State Water 
project,” Chrisman said, then 
pointed out that while most 
major public projects encounter 
political controversy during their 
formative stages but emerge to 
accalades of the people, the 
State Water plan is still involved 
in the political arena, under 
attack by environmentalists. 

Chrisman said that he did not 
doubt many environmentalists 
are sincerely motivated and are 
truly concerned with the quality 
of life, but he said that often 
they display a hardnosed 
attitude. 

“They say they are. opposed 
to this or that particular project 
approach. They do not give 
reasons and offer no alternatives. 
They only say ‘we are opposed, 
period’ and do not face the 
realities of continuing to develop 
a higher quality of life for all the 
people,”’ Chrisman said. 

“They talk about the great 
eco-system of the Delta. I would 
point out that the Delta wasn’t 
such a great thing until we. had 
water resource development. 
Salt water was intruding up to 
the Stockton area; the Delta was 
almost a quagmire in winter, and 
it was only after the Shasta dam 
was completed, and controlled 
releases of water were possible in 
the Sacramento river that the 
Delta became a _ viable 
eco-system.” © 

Chrisman said, “It seems to 
me there is a middle ground. I 
don’t think any of us want to 
see our land desecrated, our 
forests ravaged, our fish and 
wildlife wantonly destroyed. I 
think all of us are basically true

conservationists. I think that I 
am a conservationist. 

“But when we talk in terms 
natural resources we should 
realize that these resources must 
be utilitzed to meet the demand 
for development. They must be 
used in a manner that will be for 
the benefit of all. There must be 
some sort of balance. 

‘““And we must recognize that 
when we make any change, 
when we undertake progress, we 
effect the environment. Our 
basic responsibility is to see that 
the effect is in the best interest 
of all the people. 

a | think this can be done.” 


Chrisman said that many 
so-called conservationists are. 
actually preservationists, but he 
said “we make a mistake if we 
write off the coalition of 
conservationists and ecologists as 
eco-freaks.” 

He said that as of now they 
have the support of a large 
segment of society and that even 
though California is sitting on 
the edge of an energy crisis, it 
would be impossible today to 
get approval for hydro-lectric 
development on California 
rivers, and if the state water 
project was just being planned, it 
would have no chance of being 
developed. 

Chrisman also touched on a 
recent National Water 
commission report which he 
called “very ominous” in so far 
as future water resources 
development is concerned. 

Chrisman concluded by 
saying, “Hopefully, at some 
point in time, the pendulum will 
swing the other way, maybe 
when we flick the switch and 
there is no light.” 

He said that those persons 
directly involved in resources 
development ‘will continue to 
fight for water conservation and 
realistic development of natural 
resources in order to continue 
the many services that are 
related to water.
